The 2nd portion has many crude sketches no doubt by later hands, some very curious ; these 
illustrate crimes and misdemeanors, e.g., burglary (2 villains with swords and ladder, wood- 
cutting, robbers, false coining, poaching (?), and others of a more private nature.

“‘ These folios contain the whole of the Code of Justinian with the usual apparatus of Glosses, 
Notes, Commentary, etc., the prototype in fact of Coke upon Littleton with Hargrave’s notes, 
and were written I believe about the middle of the 12th and not later than the beginning of 
the 13th Century. 

“ There are many dates and entries by former possessors, the earliest I recollect is 1377, the 
owner then being a Chauntry Priest of Warwick, there is also another by a Priest of Chicheley, 
there are also scraps of poetry and short entries which are interesting. The Sketches are by 
three or four different hands. The long Lombardic Characters in blue ink contain the names 
Ulpian, Papian, and Paul, whose Decrees and Opinions are embodied, who being natives of, 
and having once sat on the bench in this Kingdom, their memories were looked upon by 
transcribers of such volumes, with more than ordinary respect, and on their names in con- 
sequence, was bestowed more pains than on other portions of the MS.” 

We have also noted a 15th Cent. owner (fol. 232) ‘“‘ John a Penyngton,” cf. D.N.B. 
As to defects, the lower corners of first few leaves in Vol I are eaten away, but remainder 
large and sound; pieces cut off some leaves, some others cut but pieces remaining attached.
